Militant Suffragette Outrage in London Which Nearly 
Destroyed Velasquez Masterpiece Valued at $500,000 
Is Followed by Stringent Action of Authorities.

The National Gallery trustees, 
among whom are Earl Curgon, of 
Kedleston, met today to consider the 
mutilation of the Rokeby Venus, val- 
ued at $500,000. 

May Richardson, a militant suf- 
fragette, inflicted the damage on the 
famous Velasquez, which is hung in 
the National Gallery, Trafalgar 
Square. 

Miss Richardson, who made no at- 
tempt to escape after the outrage, 
carried a sort of miniature hatchet 
in her muff and not a knife, as was 
first stated. She already is under sen- 
tence of four months’ imprisonment, 
but was liberated because she was 
suffering from appendicitis. 

It was stated by experts that the 
actual material damage to the pic- 
ture could be repaired for $600, but 
this amount does not represent a frac- 
tion of the loss im selling value. Six 
or seven of the slashes made by Miss 
Richardson are sharp, char cuts on 


the most important portion of the 
canvas—the nude shoulders and back 
of Venus. The seventh injury is a 
bruise a couple of inches in 
diameter and will be more difficult 
to repair. 

The picture was purchased for

WASHINGTON, March 10.—There 
will be an eclipse of the moon, al- 
most total, tomorrow night, visible 
from all points in Western Europe, 
North and South America and West- 
ern Africa. . . 

Astronomers at the naval 
tory here prepared tonight to take 
advantage of the opportunity for ob- 
servations during the eclipse, for 
while the moon is darkened unusu- 
ally accurate work may be accom- 
plished. It was pointed out that faint- 
er stars that are normally observed for 
purposes of occultation observations, 
are more easily seen during an eclipse 
and that they areof greater importance 
in correcting the lunar tables. As yet, 
astronomers have found it impossible. 
to compute from theory tables which 
agree exactly with the positions ob- 
served in the sky. 

The shadow of the earth will not 
entirely cover the moon, but at the 
middie of the eclipse more than nine- 
tenths of the moon's diameter will be

LONDONERS DIFFER 
ON ASQUITH PLAN.

LONDON, March 10.— The possibil- 
ity of a settlement of the Irish home 
rule controversy was in the forefront 
of popular interest again today. The 
opinions of the various parties as to 
the effect of the concessions offered 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
by Premier Asquith differed widely. 

The Unionists as a rule expressed 
themselves dissatisfied with the pro- 
posed method of voting by counties on 
the exclusion of Ulster or portions of 
it from the operations of the home 
rule bill. Nationalists, on the other 
hand, said that the Cabinet had gone 
to the limit toward conciliation. 

The independent opinion of the 
country seems inclined to the feeling 
that the concessions offer an oppor- 
tunity for conciliation, and this feel- 
ing is strengthened by Sir Edward 
Carson's counter offer on behalf of the 
Uister conference providing that the 
limitation on the exclusion of the 
northern counties to a period of six 
years be struck out. 

It is pointed out here in partia- 
mentary cireles that the recognition 
by the Cabinet and t Nationalists 
ef the principle of the exclusion of 
the counties of Uister, if they vote in 
favor of it, even if the exclusion be 
only temporery, is a great step in ad- 
vance from last year’s policy of “full 
statehood.” 

This attitude of the Cabinet and the 
Trish Nationalists, it is argued, al- 
lows for negotiations during the three 
weeks for which the debate on the 
home rule bill has been adjourned.

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CHICAGO, March 10. — Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners, told the Con- 
gressional committee investigating 
the Michigan copper miners’ strike 
tonight about his deportation from 
the mining district last December. A 
special session of the committee was 
held to hear Moyer’s testimony. The 
federation president spent most of 
the day at a hospital, where Charles 
Mahoney of Denver, Colo., vice- 
president of the federation, was criti- 
cally ill after an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. 

Three men, Moyer said, came to 
his hotel room in Hancock on the 
night of his deportation. They asked 
him if he would receive a larger com- 
mittee of citizens, and on agreeing, 
Moyer said, fifteen or eighteen more 
men entered the room. 

They asked if he would permit the 
citizens to contribyte to the relief of 
the survivors of Christmas Eve 
disaster at Italian Hall. 

Moyer said he replied that he had 
not told the members of the federa- 
tion they should not accept outside 
help in caring for their dead, but 
said the families feit they ought not 
to and that he would not advise them 
to accept relief contributed by those 
outside the federation. 

Continuing his story, Moyer said 
that A. E. Petermann, attorney for 
the mining companies, who acted as 
spokesman for the committee, in- 
sisted that Moyer was responsible for 
the attitude of the bereaved families 
and but for his advising them, they 
would have accepted the assistance 
offered. 

“I promised them, Moyer said, 
“that I would do everything I could 
to bring about normal conditions and 
would endeavor to stop all talk of the 
panic having been caused by a man 
wearing a Citizens’ Alliance button 
at least until after the funerals.” 

The witness said everybody left the 
room except Sheriff Cruz and John 
Black, a deputy, who told him that 
they appreciated his promise and as- 
sured him that while feeling was 
tense, no harm would come to him 
or those with him. 

“Before the committee had let 
the room,” Moyer continued, Peter- 
mann said to me: ‘After having as- 
sumed the position you have we will 
not be responsible for anything that 
may happen after this meeting.’

H. Baxter, former United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, and district judge, and 
at present law partner of former 
United States Senator Norris Brown, 
is charged with extortion and black- 
mail, as are R. HI. Olmsted and 
Thomas Brady. All three appeared 
as counsel at different times for 
Nellie Risley Paul, who recently lost 
a damage suit against Arthur D. 
Rrandeis, a millionaire merchant of 
this city. Mrs. Paul abo was in- 
dicted on a similar charge. 

Clinton Brome is charged with 
subordination of perjury in a $59,000 
suit brought for the adjudication of 
an estate of a wealthy Omaha 
woman. 

T. HM. Matters and Carroll Wright 
were charged in indictments with 
having embezzled funds of clients, 
the former $3500 and the latter $220. 
The imdictment against - Baxter 
charges him with having extorted 
from Brandeis $7500 to prevent pub- 
licitty being given to charges made by 
Mre. Paul that her son had been mis- 
treated by the merchant. 

Olmsted is charged with having 
extorted $37,500 on the same  ac- 
count. Brady was Mrs. Paul's attor- 
ney in the $250,000 damage suit, in 
which a jury returned a verdict for 
Mr. Brandeis. 

The three indictments charging 
blackmail form the sequel to a 
case which held the attention of a 
jury for six weeks. Mra. Paul charged 
that her son had been the victim 
of abuse committed by Bran- 
dels covering a lengthy period, ruin- 
ing his health and mind. Nearly 290 
witnesses testified either orally or by 
deposition. The jury returned a ver- 
dict fully vindicating the merchant. 
Testimony was given to show that 
Attorney Baxter called Brandeis to

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Santa Monica Police Discover Cache 
of Explosive Under Pacific Electric

SANTA MONICA, March 10.—A 
cache of eight sticks of dynamite was 
found under the Pacific Electric sta- 
tion, this city, today, by the police, 
following a close interrogation of the 
ringleaders of a gang of hoodlums 
who have been under detention since 
yesterday. 

At first Chief of Police Randall and 
Officers Rico and Baldwin, who dis- 
Mvered the deadly explosive, were in 
clined to believe the stuff was placed 
under the station with sinister mo- 
tives. But later it was learned that 
Elmer Simmons, a lT-year-old youth 
now in Mexico, was responsible if 
the stories told the police by the other 
bova are to be relied upon. 

The police found percussion caps 
and fuse half hidden beneath the 
foundations.

Mr. Mutholland resented an infer- 
ence that the commission has not 
complied with consolidation promises 
in not furnishing water. He said 
that the commission has taken 1460, 
000 from the funds of the water de- 
partment that had been paid dy the 
consumers in Los Angeles and given 
San Pedro and Wilmington one of 
the most modern and efficient water 
plants in the United States. The plant 
had been entirely rebuilt and the ca- 
pacity of the system more than 


doubled in less n nine months 
without a dollar being contributed in 
San Pedro. 


President Del Valle explained that 
the city charter does not permit the 
sale of water outside the city and 
that all the funds of the beard come 
from the consumers. The man with 
a little home in Los Angeles who has 
been paying 75 cents a month for water 
has been contributing to the increased 
value of the domestic water system 
in Los Angeles,” said he, “and we 
cannot in justice to him spend the 
money needed in Los Angeles to ex- 
tend the service outside the city. 
None of our money comes from taxes 
levied upon city property, and the 
owner of a vacant lot that may have 
increased $20,000 since the city took 
over the water system may not have 
contributed one cent to the water 
funds.” 

Byron Erkenbrecher and John W. 
Kemp also impressed upon those 
present the necessity of annexation in 
order to get water. Nearly all the 
subdivisions that have been put on 
the market during the past two years 
are outside the city, and there is t- 
tle room for expansion and growth 
inside the city limits.

ADMINISTRATION—PRE- 
DICTIONS COMING TRUE. 

The inexorable logic of events is now 
demonstrating to the most unwilling minds 
that The Times and other stand-fast Re- 
publican advocates knew whereof they spoke 
when they predicted disaster as a result of 
the enactment into laws of Democratic no- 
tions regarding the tariff and our agricul- 
tural and manufacturing industries. In no 
section’ of our common land is this justifi- 
cation of the attitude of The Times as to 
these policies more obvious than in our 
own State. . 

The Democratic vote for Congressmen in 
California next election is likely to be very, 
very light. Democrats who are patriotic, intel- 
ligent and wise—and there are many such— 
will not fall to resent the action af their 
party in making a special and flerce attack 
on California industries and California in- 
terests in the tariff law which the Demo- 
cratic caucus has enacted. | 

Congressman Knowland, in an able and 
exhaustive speech delivered in the House 
immediately prior to the vote on the tar- 
iff bill, and printed in The Times, grouped 
the items of injury that would be inflicted 
upon California by its passage. He de- 
nounced the bill as grossly unfair to Cali 
fornia, as jeopardizing industries that our 
people had in many instances struggled a 
lifetime to establish and in which they had 
ventured all they possessed 

The special attack of the free traders on 
the citrus-fruit growers, beet-sugar produc- 
ers, wine-makers, grape-growers, wool, olive 
and olive-oil industries was not made in ig- 
norance of the facts, for there were delega- 
tions representing these several interests, 
who traveled 3000 miles to present their 
case to Congress. But the Democratic Con- 
gressmen denounced them as “insidious lob- 
byists” and turned a deaf ear to their pleas. 

Congressman Knowland called attention 
to the fact that in California there is over 
$200,000,000 invested in the citrus industry 
and that during the season of 1911-12 there 
was shipped 36,288 carloads of lemons and 
oranges. Labor in the Italian orchards 
ranges from 20 cents per day for women 
and children to 60 cents per day for men. 
In California it is from $1.75 to $3 per day. 
Including growing. curing. packing and 
freight charges, there is a difference in 
favor of the Italian fruit grower of $1.60 in 
landing a box of lemons in New York. The 
duty of 1% cents per pound levied by the 
tariff of 1909 nearly equalized this difference 
and, combined with the superior quality of 
the California fruit, stimulated the lemon 
industry so that the acreage was increased 
43% per cent. 

The National Italian Democratic Leagu 
of New York City, composed largely of lem 
on importers, put an assessment last fall 


on every box of foreign lemons and turned 


the money over to the Democratic Campaign 
Committee. It was “a eprat to catch a 
herring.” and they caught the herring when 
Mr. Giovanni Domenici, the great lemon im- 
porter, entertained the chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of Congress, 
the chairman of the National Democratic 
Congressional Committee and other Demo- 
cratic Congressmen-—-not including any 
members from California—at a banquet at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 

The demand for a reduction in the duty 
on lemons was made by the tariff tinkers 
in the name of the consumer, and dire pic 
tures were drawn of patients in hospitals 
with no lemons to suck and patrons of bars 
with no lemon juice in their punches. The 
dishonesty of this plea was promptiy and 
amply evidenced when, after a killing frost 
in California which affected the lemon crop, 
the Italian friends of the consumer at once 
advanced the price of lemons from $2.71 to 
$4.36 per box. 

The duty on oranges is cut from 1 cent 
to % cent per pound. Ten thousand farm- 
ers, with $150,000,000 invested, are engaged 
in orange growing in California, and 125,- 
000 people depend upon this industry 
for a living. The difference in labor cost 
between Italy and California will, as in the 
case of lemons, count against the Califor- 
nia orange. and when to this is added the 
fact that the railroad freight rates to New 
York from California are three times as 
great as the ocean freight rates from Italy 
to New York. it will appear that hereafter 
the Atlantic seaboard market will be close i 
against California citrus fruit. 

The representatives of the California or- 
chardists who appeared before the Congres- 
sional committee were called “insidious lob- 
byists.” No such discourteous designation 
was applied to the representatives of the Ba- 
ha Islands, the Italian Chember of Com- 
merce of New York, the New York Fruit Ex- 
change, the New York Fruit Buyers’ Union, 
the New Orleans Fruit Importing Company 
and—last but not least—the National Ital- 
lan Democratic League. Italians and Greeks 
and West Indians were persona grata be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee and 
were permitted to talk without limitation, 
but Californians were recommended to cut 
it short. It was at first thought that Zante 
currants had escaped, for the House left 
the duty of 2 cents per pound fixed by the 
act of 1909 to stand. Then the Greek lega- 
tion protested to the State Department and 
word was sent to the Senate caucus and 
down went the duty on Zante currants to 1 
cent per pound. 

Mr. Antonio Zucco and Mr. C. A. Mariana 
of New York shoved the representatives of 
California olive growers to one side and 
the duty on olives and olive of] was slashed 
for the benefit of Italians only, for nobody 
pretends that there will be any reduction 
in the price of olives or olive oil to the 
consumer. There are 18.000 acres of land 
in olives in California and $7,500,000 invest- 
ed. It costs to harvest and deliver olives 
$1 per ton in Europe and $20 in California. 
The freight rate from Europe to New York 
on olive oll is 7½ cents per gallon, while 
from California it is 16 cents. 

The annual bean crop in California is val 
ued at $7,000,000. In 1900 the crop was 
947,200 bags. In 1912 it was 2,013,000 bags. 
In 1910 the Japanese bean made its appear- 
ance, and in 1911 bean tmportations bad 
doubled. Under the act of 1909 the duty on 
beans was 45 cents per bushel. The Under 
wood bill reduces the duty to 25 cents per 
bushel. 

California has been producing three 
fourths of the almonds and walnuts grown 
in the United States. The new tariff cuts 
the duty 1 cent per pound. | 

In 1910 the honey output of California 
was 10,264,715 pounds. The Underwood bill 
cuts the duty on honey from 20 cents to 10 
cents per gallon. 

There are thirteen beet-sugar factories in 
California. Twenty-five thousand men are

employed. Twenty million dollars is in- 
vested in factories, land and improvements. 
Last year the farmers were paid $6,701,582 
for beets and $3,900,000 was for labor. The 
“insidious lobbyists,” who represented the 
beet growers of California and Colorado, 
were unable to make any headway against 
non-insidious, spot-cash representatives 
the American Sugar Refineries Company, 
and beet sugar was placed with cane sugar 
on the free list, with the saving clause that 
the free-sugar clause will not take effect un- 
til 1916, giving Louisianans and Californians 
and Coloradans a chance to dismantle their 
factories, or maybe in the elections next 
year to so overwhelmingly overturn the poli- 
tics of Congrese that even Woodrow Wilson 
will not venture to veto the repeal of this 


section of the Underwood bill. P 


“When the Democratic party once before 
placed wool on the free list,” said Congress- 
man Knowland, “no State suffered more 
than California, and many prosperous wool 
growers found ruin staring them in the 
face. But some of the bravest took heart 
after the duty was restored and again ven- 
tured. Last year we produced in California 
11,900,000 pounds of wool. It is estimated 
by the secretary of the California Wool 
Growers’ Association that $20,000,000 is in- 


‘vested in this industry in that State. Free 


wool will be a hard blow to those Califor- 
nians in the mountain sections who have 
invested their all in this industry.” 

The injury that the new Democratic tariff 
upon the manufacturers of tex- 

and metal goods in the East 
cannot but be very great. In California the 
principal injury will be visited upon the 
farmers. It is probable that they will miti- 
gate the disastrous results by taking advan- 
tage of the large incoming of Italians, Poles 
and Hungarians that will follow the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal, and obtain a 
supply of agricultural labor at half the 
rates now paid. That will be a misfortune 
to the workers, for which the Democratic 
party will be solely responsible. 

In the passage of the Underwood bill the 
Democrats have proved themselves—as The 
Times predicted—“skiliful architects of 
ruin.” Whoever shall gain an advantage 
from the new tariff, it will certainly not be 
the consumers. 


GREAT REPUDIATOR. 

The first year of President Wilson's 
administration, however disastrous to the 
country, may be called a personal success, 
if judged by his masterful, not to say des- 
potic, control of his party. 

He has controlled the mob of Democratic 
Congresamen, and the scant majority of 
Democratic Senators, not merely in har- 
mony with the principles enunciated in the 
platform on which he and they were elected, 
but in brazen defiance of several of those 
principles. 

The peculiar feature of the present situa- 
tion politically is the prompt and fearless 
repudiation by President Wilson, one by 
one, of the planks in the platform upon 
which he was elected. The Democratic po- 
sition, which has been unfiinchingly main- 
tained in every national convention for half 
a century, is that the sole object of a tariff 
is revenue, and that only “trust-controlied 
products and articles of American manufac- 
ture which are sold abroad more cheaply 
than at home should be placed on the free 
list.” 

It is not and cannot be pretended that 
suger, or wool, or lumber, or sheep, or cat- 
tle, or hides, or corn, or wheat, or butter, 
or eggs are either “trust-controlled prod- 
ucts” or “articles sold abroad more cheaply 
than at home.” Yet Mr. Wilson has placed 
all these on the free list, at a loss to the 
treasury of about $100,000,000 per annum. 
Instead of adjusting the tariff to a revenue 
basie he has adjusted it to a no-revenue 
basis. 


A plank in the platform on which Mr. 
Wilson was elected reads: “We favor the 
exemption from toll of American ships en- 
gaged in coastwise trade passing through 
the canal.” 

Is there a reason for the passage of this 
one patriotic resolution, this one island 
speck of wisdom and courageous assertion 
of American interests in a broad ocean of 
folly and denunciation of Republican meas- 
ures known ae the Democratic platform that 
does not still exist? When the resolution 
passed the Democratic convention Sir Ed- 
ward Grey had made his protest, Mr. Wil- 
son accepted the resolution and made a 
speech indorsing it. Now be turns squarely 
around in his tracks and begs and urges 


Congress to repeal the exemption clause. 


Why? Has anything happened since? And 
if so, what is it? 

A plank in the Democratic platform says: 
“The constitutional rights of American citi- 
zens should protect them on our borders, 
and go with them throughout the world, and 
every American citizen residing or having 
property in any foreign country is entitled 
to and must be given the full protection of 
the United States government, both for him- 
self and his property.” 

Those are brave words, but President 
Wilson has failed to make them good. He 
has protected the property of American 
citizens in Mexico by advising its owners 
to abandon it, and he has protected their 


persons by directing them to run away and 


our government would help them to the 
extent of a steerage passage out of Mexico. 
Fortunately for the comfort of the fugitives, 
Huerta, with the instincts of a gentleman, 
paid the difference between first and second- 
class passage for those who went. 

The Democratic platform contains the fol- 
lowing plank: 

“We favor a single Presidential term and 
to that end urge the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the ( onstitution making the Presi- 
dent of the Un d States ineligible for re- 
election, and we pledge the candidate of 
this convention to this principle.” 

You “pledged” him and by accepting a 
nomination he pledged himself. But as for 
keeping the pledge? Well, that's different. 
Has any one of 291 Democratic Congress- 
men introduced the promised single-term 
constitutional amendment in the House? If 
some mischievous Republican shall intro- 
duce such an amendment will any Democrat 
vote for it unless it be one who has been 
exiled from the pie counter? 


NEEDED REFORM. 

While reforms in court procedure are 
being suggested, why not formulate into 
law the proverb that “those who dance must 
pay the piper”? About every contested civil 
case in our courts is based upon the fact 
that one of the litigants is either trying to 
get what doesn’t belong to him or to keep 
what doesn’t belong to him. The loser in 
the suit ought to de required to pay the 
lawyer's ‘fee of his opponent. Such has 
always been the case in mortgage foreclos- 
ure suits and, of late years, promissory 
notes in banking and commercial gircles 
have contained a provision that, in the event 
of a suit, a counsel fee shall be included in 
the plaintiff's judgment. 

Why not extend this practice to actions 
in ejectment for the recovery of personal 
property and actions for damages where 
the relief asked for is a money judgment? 
The amount of the fee to be fixed by the 
court or by agreement of the parties. 

In suits in the Federal courts to recover 
damages for violation of the Sherman act 
it is provided that judgment may be en- 
tered for three times the amount of the 
verdict, with a fee to plaintiff's counsel to 
be fixed by the court. 

Why not extend the practice so as to al- 
low a defendant to receive counsel fees 
when he defeats the plaintiff in the action? 
A law to such effect would tend to discour 
age speculative and blackmail suits. It 
seems unfair that a defendant should be 
put to the expense of employing a lawyer 
with no recourse on the plaintiff, although 
the plaintiff is defeated in the suit. 

It might not be a bad idea to have the 
judgment in such a case run against the 
plaintiff's lawyer as well as the plaintiff.

and sorrow, we buried our dead who died 


like men, who died on duty—bdrave soldiers 
with clean hands and loyal hearts. lt could 
not be degraded to such a service as this. 
But the band played mournful strains of 
some dead march that seemed to enipha- 
size not only sorrow, but shame. 

Came the band into the squakre, wheeling 
sharply to the right, and marched down the 
three sides of the open square. Upon the 
orders grumy shouted by the colonels, 
barked by their men down the lines. with 
the rattle of musketry and the jingle of 
accoutrements, the troop came to attention. 
Behind the band marched the guard; and 
we knew even then that they marched, not 
as at the ordinary funeral of a soldier with 
arms reversed, but with fixed bayonets and 
pieces at the “carry”"—a guard on duty; 
men with stern faces, officers with rigid lips. 
Behind the guard rode the colonel command- 
ing the regiment to which these men had 
belonged. Then came two battalions of 
their own regiment—the only troops of the 
organization then in Memphis. For our cav- 
alry regiments were often cut up into small 
detachments doing scout service for infantry 
garrisons and columns. The men carried 
their carbines in the slings. Their sabers 
were drawn, leaning with glistening bright- 
ness against the shoulders of the trooper& 
The hoof-beats of the horses fell with a 
muffied sound on the turf. and the fingle of 
bit and spur carried a military accompantl- 
ment to the cadences of the band. 

Following the regiment of the disgraced 
men came an army ambulance with the 
cover removed. Sitting on the coffin in the 
ambulance was one of the condemned men; 
kneeling beside him, a chaplain. A second 
ambulance brought its burden of condemna- 
tion; and a third. Two of the men were 
Roman Catholics, and chaplains of their own 
faith attended them—priests of the church 
that never lets go of a man once she has 
held him in the faith of her communion, 
but to the very gates of death carries her 
assurance of pardon on repentance and con- 
fession, and grants the indulgence of sins 
forgiven through the plenary power and au- 
thority of the priest who represents that 
great church. The third man was a Protes- 
tant, and a chaplain from one of the la- 
fantry regiments knelt beside him. 

Marching slowly down the sides of the 
parade, all voices now stilled. not only by 
the command of military discipline, but dy 
the awe of the occasion, the death march 
lead the way of the procession. As the 
condemned men passed near to us we saw 
how white and set the faces were. On the 
battlefield they would have met death with 
flushed faces and kindling eyes—the bear- 
ing of brave men. They were going to a 
dishonorable death, and shame covered 
every face as with a garment. 

Under the walls of the fort, on the open 
side of the parade, three graves were dug, 
Une trenches, in a little line. The men 
dismounted from the wagons, detaile of sol- 
diers carried the coffins; each was depos 
ited on the side of the grave farthest from 
the troop, between the edge of that awful 
cavern of darkness and that little mound 
of earth. Details of soldiers bound the feet 
and the arms of the men fast—the arms 
behind them—and they sat down, each on 
his own coffin, facing his comrades. 

A leutenant read in brief summary the 
story of the crime as brought Out by the 
court-martial. He read the finding of the 
court and the sentence, and, finally, the 
military order of the colonel commanding 
the execution, indorsed by the signature of 
the commanding general. 

From the left of the condemned regiment 
now marched a detachment of thirty dis- 
mounted troopers with their sabers sheathed, 
holding their carbines at a carry. They 
were formed in front of the condemned 
men, standing between the craves and the 
troops—a detachment of ten men facing 
each prisoner. There was a final word from 
the chaplains to the men. The chaplains, 
retiring, took their places far to the left of 
the coffins, out of range of the firing party. 
In a voice so low that it could not reach us 
(we only knew what it was because we 
knew what it must be) the order was given, 
Load at will.“ The were placed 
in the carbines. 

There stood now between the condemned 
men and the soldiers just the firing party. 
Off to the right. and in front ef them, 
stood the officer in charge. The execution 
was conducted in deathly silence. The of- 
ficer drew a white handkerchief from the 
breast of hie uniform jacket and held it in 
the air. We heard, following the gesture, 
the clickety click of thirty carbine bam- 
mers. With a dull thud the buts of the car- 
bines were lifted against the shoulders of 
the firing party. for that gesture said “Aim!” 
The officer unclasped his fingers. The hand- 
kerebief fluttered to the ground like a beau- 
tiful, snow-white butterfly, the Japanese em- 
blem of the soul. With the sound of one 
musket the carbines rattled their deadly 
volley.

RIGOLETTO IS 


ANEW AT THE AUDITORIUM 


VITALIZED 


Titta Ruffo Receives an Ovation Seldom if Ever Ac 
corded to Any Grand Opera Singer for His Rendition 
of Verdi's Nor Hamlet“ Substituted for “La Son- 


nambula” Saturday.

ITH Titta Ruffo in the title role, 
“Rigoletto” was vitalized anew, 
last night, at the Auditorium, 

For the first night of its season, the 
Chicago Opera Company had elected 
to present Verdi's masterpiece, which 
after more than half a century still 
remains one of the most popular 
operas of the Italian repertoire. 

Everyone who Is at all interested 
knows almost by heart the libretto 
of that famous composition “Rigo- 
letto” is as gruesome a melo ams 
and as pathetic a story of wrong *5 

“Le Roi Samuse, from which K 
taken. Victor Hego clothed the pois- 
nant drama with marvelous verse 
that makes one almost forget the trag- 
edy of Gilda’s life. Verdi, in turn, en- 
shrined the libretto in garlands of de- 
licious arias, florid dpets, impressive 
solos and choral numbers. 

NOTABLE OCCASION. 

The production of “Rigoletto” last 
evening stands out as one of the most 
notable given anywhere. The large 
audience, composed of the social and 
intellectual elements of this city, 
seemed to gradually realize the im- 
portance of the eventful occasion. 

The first act was received with in- 
difference; the second with marked in- 
terest and appreciation; the third with 
a demonstration of tumultuous ap- 
plause seldom witnessed here. 

The indorsement of Titta Ruffo was 


so marked that in response to the 
thunderous acclaim, the curtain was 
rung up anew—efter the act—-and he 


had to sing again the impressive solo 
of “Rigoletto” and the duet with 
Gilda. Then there was no longer any 
doubt about the conquest of the great 
baritone. 

Throughout, Titta Ruffo showed 
himself worthy of the extraordinary 
praise which has been showered upon 
him everywhere. 


WORK OF GENTUS. 


To create a new interest in the role 
of “Rigoletto,” after three generations 
have seen it played, to instil! in the de- 
lineation of the jester new methods 
of interpretation, is a work of genius. 
For a score of years I have seen 
“Rigoletto” from Milan to New York, 
from Paris to Chicago. I never saw 


an impersonation more exquisitely 
histrionic. That Salvini, the great 
tragedian, has found a successor 


worthy of his noble mantle there can 
be no doubt in the mind of anyone 
acquainted with the difficulties of the 
role given last night. Titta Ruffo 
could become tomorrow a great 
tragedian, but heaven forbid that for 
many years the operatic st — tow de- 
prived of his magnificent vo 


WONDERFUL VOICE. 


Majestically sonorous, tender, clear, 
of great volume yet sweet and deli- 
cate, Titta Ruffo is blessed with one 
of the greatest voices ever heard. 

Through his impeccable tragic art, 
‘through his incomparable notes, Titta 
Ruffo made Rigoletto live again as 
Verdi dreamed his character. 

But if by the very construction of 
the opera Titta Ruffo carried the 
heaviest part and harvested the 
greater glory, he was ably supported 
by Aristodemo Giorgini, whose beau- 
tiful tenor voice has possibly gained 
this season more stableness and 
richer in quality and volume. Glior- 
gini is attractive, tall and carries well 
the part of the ‘Duke. 

Gilda, as given by Florence Mac- 
beth, is especially interesting because 
the soprano is but 20 years old, and 
has the very rare privilege of looking 
the part of a girl. Heretofore this 
role, which must be filled by a colora- 
tura soprano, has, dy force, been al- 
lotted to singers of that class, who, 
most of them, are either long past 
the age of girlhood or have acquired 
the inevitable avoirdupois which is 
the inheritance of most sopranos. 

With Miss Macbeth, one id not 
have to close the eyes and bravely 
imagine that the corpulent Gilda was 
really slender and childish. 

SWEET VOTCE. 


This artist has a good coloratura 
voice, of limited range when com- 
pured to Tetrazzini, but ft is clear, 
sonorous and possesses a fine quality 
of simplicity and ease. It has also 
the admirable feature of being @ 
voune and fresh voice. 

When this artist wilf have lost 
some of her timidity and will realize 
the importance of the histrionſe art 
ae an adiunet to the vocal one she 
already has. an operatic career more 
brilliant than the concert work she 


has espectally followed heretofore, 
will be hers. 

Henri Scott as Sparafucile, Nicaloy 
as Monterone, Louise Berat as Gio- 
vanna, Margaret Keyes, Fossetta, 
Venturini, Trevizan and Minnie Egen- 
er completed an admirable cast of 
secondary roles.

USED BY GOVERNMENT. 
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Beware the Man Who Looks Like 
Book Agent or Solicitor and Asks 


Questions—Treat Him Kindly, He 
May Have Dope on You About 
Your Income Tax. 


Tf a man whose identity is un- 
known to you, but whose make-up 
suggests Sherlock Holmes or Dr. 
Watsoe disguised, should drop in and 
ask about a certain item in your in- 
come tax return, don't flare up and 
make a rough house. 

He is simply a “traveling agent on 
account” of the Internal Revenue 
service, who ts looking after the cor- 
rectness of the income tax returns, 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the maker sprained his conscience 
any when he put down the figures. 

This work will be going on in the 
Sixth District until June 1, when pay- 
ments under the returns already 
made, begin. These detectives are a 
part of the internal revenue machin- 
ery. and they will be very busy men 
during the three months allowed for 
the work. They cover the country 
in their operations, and a Los Ange- 
les man who has an income bit of 
property in Wace, Tex,, for instance, 
will discover that by some means of 
mental telepathy these pesky agentes 
have learned all about it and will be 
around to ask disconcerting ques- 
tons. 

Three of these men are now on 
their winding way throughout the 
district, working out of San Francis- 
co, and it is evident that they have 
accomplished something, as several 
fncome tax payers dropped in to see 
Collector Carter yesterday to file “an 
amended return.”
